Tooth Treatment 
May Prevent Decay 


A countywide crusade for the re- 
duction of decay in. the teeth of 
preschool and school chiidren 
using the new sodium  flouride 
treatment—was announced last 
week by Dr. Burton Austin direct- 
or of the Palm Beach County 
Health Department. 

Dr. Austin said that teams sent 
cut by the United States Health 
Department and. assigned to Flori- 
da will come to Palm Beach Coun- 
ty to conduct the initial campaign 
at a date yet to be set. 

The team of U. S. experts, Dr. 
Austin said, will confer with school 
officials and dentists to set up a 
program for treating children with 
tie “Bohn flouride, a method 
which was originated ten years 
ago in a small Texas town, and 
which under exhaustive tests re- 
cently, has proven capable of re- 
ducing dental caries, or decay, in 
teeth by at least 40 per cent 
among children. 

Dr. Austin said the treatment is 
not effective in adults, but has 
been highly. profitable. where used 
among those children in their pre- 
school years and the young school 
students. The application method 
is simple—it involves painting the 
teeth with the solution—and the 
idea has the support of the Florida 
Medical Society, Dr. Austin said.

FPL To Be Enlarged 


To meet further growth in the 
electric needs of this section, Flor- 
ida Power & Light Company’ will 
begin immediate steps .to instail 
another generator at its Riviera 
Beach electric generating station, 
nearly doubling that station’s ca- 
pacity, P. Paul de Moya, manager. 
announced today. This plant was 
just completed and dedicated last 
year. 

In addition to ‘providing more 
electricity for the expected growth 
of this area, de Moya said the new 
generator will help improve volt- 
age conditions and reduce inter- 
ruptions of service by increasing 
dependability of ‘the power sup- 
ply. 

The new generator, capable. of 
44,000 kilowatts, will boost Ri- 


viera's capacity to 94.000 Kilo- 


watts. It will become the most 
powerful generating station in the 
company's entire system, exceed- 
ing the.capacity of its 90,000-kilo- 
watt station near Ft. Lauderdale. 

Decision to locate the new gen- 
erator at Riviera Beach, de Moya 
stated, was reached after anlyses 
by company engineers and econom- 
ic researchers indicated that popu- 
lation growth during the: immedi- 
ate future will cause increased 
electric demands in this area. 

In préparation for such a step, 
deMoya said Florida Power * 
Light Company ordered both the 
generator and boiler in April, 1947 
more than a year ago“, he em-
